As we have 
not addressed the substantive issues, such leaks as may occur m ay include 
factual presentations with which we take strong issue. | intends to 

contact us the first of next week to review the substantive issues 
prior to the final report. | 


4. The FBI has a number of problems still unresolved, although 
my impression is that the issues are essentially substantive rather than security
